C i nc i nna t i , 
July 14.—Bishop J . M. 
T h o b uru of the M ethodist Episcopal 
ciiurch, who has spent about 40 years as 
a missionary mostly in India, is here 
with his family, some of whom are in 
ill-health. 
The bishop spent sometime 
in Manila, in March last, and was an 
intelligent observer of events. 
He says 
there is no doubt that the outbreak be­ 
tween the Americans and Filipinos was 
intended 
bv Filipino leaders to include 
a general massacre in the city of Manila. 
He cited in proof of this the testi­ 
mony of two Filipino servants, who 
were summoned to service in the arm y 
bv Ag uiiia ldo and who dared not dis­ 
obey, but who warned their American 
employers to keep w ithin doors tnat 
night, as orders had been given to kill 
all Kuroptnius found on the streets. 
Another evidence was the finding of 
6 OuO uew knives stored in a Catholic 
cimrch. Only the splendid discipline 
of the American troops prevented the 
massa'Te in Manila. 
The bl^ilop wa.s in London w hen the 
thrilling news of Dewey’s victory came. 
It was universally understood there, he 
iaid, that it meant the perm anent p<» ses­ 
sion of the Philippines by the L nited 
States. 
Asked why Dewey did not 
leave Manila after his victory, he said 
the shortsightedness of 
the 
United 
States governmeut made it impossible. 
Dewev Had not coal enough to carry 
him to the nearest Ameriban coaling 
station, and he was bouud to take 
Mamla in self-defense. 
The whole his­ 
tory of the present Philippine situation 
showed Micii a natural and logical and 
even inevitable course of eveuts that 
the United States is bound to assert its 
authonty there. 
Anarchy and assassination, he de­ 
clared, would follow the w ithdraw al of 
the United States forces. 
The only 
trouble lies in tne Luzon island. All the 
other islands are peaceful. 
Tha bishop 
thinks the proper jiolicy of the U nited 
States is to enlist the m en of the other 
jsiaiids, wiio are the natural enemies of 
t he inhaoitauts of Luzon, 
to 
fight 
Agniiialdo’s army. Officered by Am eri­ 
cans they would (luickly disperse of the 
few m* n that Agiiiualdo can m uster. 
Viewing the situation in the far east 
from the standpoint of a m issionary of 
4() years in that part of the world, tlu 
bisiiop was impressed w ith the fact that 
It was the duty of the United States, 
forced upon it by the circumstances of 
the Spanish war, to hold the Philip-j 
pines and to {u e.serve order and extend 
civilized government in th at vast re­ 
gion. 
Moreover, in the interest of 
moraliry and Cliristiauity, he hoped for 
the (lissoiutiou oi the Chinese empire, 
which he characterized as the most 
helples.s government on the face of the 
earth. Russia, England and the United 
States each siiould take certain terri­ 
tory. 


REBELS RAN TO HILLS. 


Driven From the Trenches on the Lake 
Shore—Bodies of Ten of the 
Eneinj Foand. 


Manila, July 1 4 .—Lake Laguna de 
Bay was being patrolled by three troops 
of the Fourth cavalry, under Captain 
McGraw, and the arm y gunboat Napi- 
oan, commanded by Lieutenant Larsen. 
The force made its headquarters on an 
island, living on cascoes, in which the 
men were towed about to make unex­ 
pected visits to towns where there 
were 
small 
forces 
of 
insurgents, 
for the purpose of keeping the rebels 
moving. 
On Tuesday the troops had 
an engagement at M antipua on the 
» luth shore of the lake. 
They found 
6 00 insurgent.^ there,entrenched near the 
shore. 
Tpe Napidau shelled the rebels 
and a party of American troops num ­ 
bering 185 landed and drove them by a 
sharp running fire to the hills, where 
they were too strongly entrenched for 
the small force to attack them . 
Two of the cavalrym en were wounded 
and the bodies of ten insurgents were 
tound. 
It was supposed 
th at 
the 
enemy’s loss was about 35.

thro ugh the press. 
Seuator Chaudler 
was invited 
to be pre.seut by Mr. 
Brewer, but declined. 
Mr. Brewer stated to the newspaper 
men that when the first letter came 
from 
Governor 
Busiel 
making the 
charges against Seuator Gallinger he 
was abstmt from W ashington. 
“ Had I 
been present my first suggestion would 
have been that Governor Busiel should 
put the charges in form and present 
them to the district attorney for the 
state of New Hampshire, 
inasm uch 
as they seemed to indicate a violation 
of the statute and not of the commis­ 
sio n’s rules, the district atto rney could 
have brought them before the grand 
jury of a federal court aud compelled 
the attendance of witnesses which this 
commission could not do. 
He denied he tried to shield anybody. 
In relation to the statem ent in the 
course of the investigation that he had 
himself contributed to the campaign 
fund, Mr. Brewer stated that he had 
never contributed one dollar in viola­ 
tion of any statute. 
W ith refereuce to the fact th at he no­ 
tified witness that they were not obliged 
to answer certain questions, Mr. Brewer 
said he did only w hat any judge in any 
court in the laud would be expected to 
do, tliat is, inform witnesses as to their 
legal rights. 
Commissioner Brewer quoted Senator 
Chandler’s rem arks that the other in­ 
vestigators, Commissioner Harlow aud 
Agent Wales, were “ good fellows,'* aud 
explained, “ 1 did no thing here, except 
get m ad,'that has not m et the approval 
of these two good fellows; aud 1 take 
the responsibility to r getting mad. 
If 
Seuator Chaudler had continued those 
iusinnations 1 would have flung him out 
of the wmdow. 
No m an w ith a parti­ 
cle of self-respect could sit still and 
permir such allegatious to be made by 
a gentlem an of Uis position.” 
As to Seuator Chandler’s movements 
for his removal, Mr. Brewer said in 
part 
“ Bless his dear heart, he knows no th­ 
ing about my relations w ith the presi­ 
dent aud no more about the civil service 
commissiou than does the m an in the 
moon. 
I am not filling the position at 
my own request aud thro ugh my owii 
seeking, but simply aud solely because 
W illiam M cKinley sent for me and 
urged me to take it. 
If President Mc­ 
Kinley should decide to take the advice 
of 
Seuator Oiiaiidler aud Governor 
Busiel and remove me from tlie chair I 
have occupied for the past 18 m ouths, it 
would be almost as pleasant to me as to 
Seuator Chandler. 
Seuator Chandler, when seen later, 
said that his position is not at all 
changed by Mr. Brew er’s statem ent. 
He will prefer charges against Commis­ 
sioner Brewer, not on account of any 
personal discourtesy, but on account of 
the general m isconduct of the heariug 
by the commission.

, I. T., July 14.—W illiam 
Goings, “ W alla To uk,” the Choctaw 
ludiau, was shot at Alikchi, I. T., 
uudt-r seuteuce of the Choctaw court, 
for murder. 
Application wa.s made to Federal 
Judge Jo hu R. Thomas for a w rit of 
habeas corpus. 
An order by Judge 
Thomas granting the w rit was tele­ 
graphed from Tulsa, I. T. 
District A t­ 
torney Clay aud Sheriff Thomas W at­ 
son were in consultation when it was 
presented. 
The sheriff refused to receive it. The 
district atto rney declared th at “ Judge 
Abuer Jam es, the Choctaw judge, alone 
could stop the execution.” 
A runner was dispatched to Judge 
James, notifying him of the telegram 
from Judge Thomas. 
He sent a verbal 
message to go ahead w ith the execution. 
It occurrt'd a few hours later. 
A few 
m inutes before Goings was led out four 
Choctaws appeared l^ariug a coffin. 
It 
was deposited in front of the co urt­ 
house. 
Near it a quilt was spread. The 
condemned Indian, supported by Sher­ 
iff Watson aud a deputy and escorted 
by 20 light horsemen, marched down 
the line of spt'crators. 
Goings then knelt on the quilt blind­ 
folded. 
The slierifli bared liis bosom, 
painted a s^iot over his heart, stepped 
back four paces, rested a rifle acro.ss a 
bench and fired. 
The bullet entered 
the breast but missed the six>t. 
Goiugs 
fell backward and moaned for about an 
hour 
before 
expiring. 
W ater was 
poured down his tlin» at a num ber of 
times to ha.'teii death by strangulation. 
It remains to be seen w hat action the 
United States government will take for 
defiance of the writ. 
Goings’ crime was the m urder of his 
uncle. Mason Goiugs, in Decemlier, 
189 b. 
He was sentenced to be shot 
Aug. 25, 189 7, aud the court granted a 
respite that Goiugs m ight play baseball 
w ith the nine of the Choctaw nation 
during 189 8. 
There has been a custom in the Choc­ 
taw tribe for years as follows: 
W hen 
an ludiau is convicted of m urder he is 
set free after the judge has fixed the day 
when he shall be shot. 
No bond is re­ 
quired. The ludiau gives his word th at 
he will apiiear to be shot. 
He went to Cuba when the war was 
declared aud settled in the interior, 
taking up with Cuban soldiers. 
Lately 
he proixj.sed to aud married a pretty 
CuUtu señ orita and settled down. 
Sev­ 
eral m ouths ago .Judge Clayton refused 
further clemency and remanded his 
case back t<i tiie ludiau courts. 
The 
execution day was set aud Goings was 
informed by letter. 
Then he bade his 
wife g(X)dby, aud started toward the 
Choctaw nation. 
He did no t tell his 
wife why he left her when he came 
away.

C i n c i n n a t i , July 14.—Bishop J. M . 
Thoburn of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, who has spent about 40 years as 
a missionary mostly in India, is here 
with his family* some of whom are in 
ill-health. The bishop spent sometime 
in Manila, in March last, and was an 
intelligent observer of events. He says 
there is no doubt that the outbreak be­ 
tween the Americans and Filipinos was 
intended by Filipino leaders to include 
a general massacre in the city of Manila. 
He cited in proof of this the testi­ 
mony of two Filipino servants, who 
were sum m oned to service in the army 
bv A guinaldo aud who dared not dis­ 
obey but w h o warned their American 
employers to k eep within doors tnat 
night, as orders had been given to kill 
all Europeans found on the streets. 
Another evid en ce was the finding o f 
5 OOO uew knives stored in a Catholic 
church. Only the splendid discipline 
of the A m erican troops prevented the 
massacre in Manila. 
The bishop was in London when the 
thrilling news of Dewey’s victory came. 
It was universally understood there, he 
said. that it meant the permanent poses- 
aon of the Philippines by the United 
States. 
Asked why Dewey did not 
leave Manila after his victory, he said 
the shortsightedness of 
the United 
States government made it impossible. 
Dewey had not coal enough to carry 
him to the nearest American coaling 
station, aud he was bound to take 
Manila in self-defense. The whole his­ 
tory of the present Philippine situation 
showed such a natural and logical and 
even inevitable course of events that 
the United States is bound to assert its 
authority there. 
Anarchy and assassination, he de­ 
clared, would follow the withdrawal of 
the United States forces. The only 
trouble lies in tne Luzon island. All the 
other islands are peaceful. 
Th% bishop 
thinks the proper policy of the United 
States is to enlist the men of the other 
islands, who are the natural enemies of 
the inhabitants of Luzon, 
to fight 
Aguinaldo’s army. Officered by Ameri­ 
cans they would q u ic k ly disperse of the 
few men that Aguinaldo can master. 
Viewing the situation rn the far east 
from the standpoint of a missionary of 
40 years in that part of the world, tin 
bishop was impressed with the fact that 
it was the duty of the United States, 
forced upon it by the circumstances of 
the Spanish war, to hold the Philip-1 
pines and to preserve order and extend 
civilized government iii that vast re­ 
gion. 
Moreover, in the interest of 
morality and Christianity, he hoped for 
tile dissolution or the Chinese empire, 
which he characterized as the most 
helpless government on the face of the 
earth. Russia, England and the United 
States each should take certain terri­ 
tory. 


REBELS RAN TO HILLS. 


C o n co rd , N . H., Ju ly 14 —The civil 
service commission investigation into 
the charges against Senator Galluiger 
is over, as far as the city of Concord is 
concerned. 
Commissioner 
Mark 
S. 
Brewer gave a monologue to the mem­ 
bers of tile press who had reported the 
proceedings of the investigation. He 
replied to charges made against him by 
Seuato» Chandler aud Governor Busiel 
through the press. Senator Chandler 
was invited to be present by Mr. 
Brewer, but declined. 
Mr. Brewer stated to the newspaper 
men that when the first letter came 
from 
Governor Busiel making the 
charges against Senator Galliuger he 
was absent from Washington. “ Had I 
been present my first suggestion would 
have oeeu that Governor Busiel should 
put the charges in form and present 
them to the district attorney for the 
state of New Hampshire. Inasmuch 
as they seemed to indicate a violation 
of the statute and not of the commis­ 
sion’s rules, the district attorney could 
have brought them before the grand 
jury of a federal court and compelled 
the attendance of witnesses whicn this 
commission could not do. 
He denied he tried to shield anybody. 
In relation to the statement in the 
course of the investigation that he had 
himself contributed to the campaign 
fund, Mr. Brewer stated that he had 
never contributed one dollar in viola­ 
tion of any statute. 
With refereuce to the fact that he no­ 
tified witness that they were not obliged 
to answ er certain questions, Mr. Brewer 
said he did only what any judge in any 
court in the laud would be expected to 
do, that is, inform witnesses as to their 
legal rights. 
Commissioner Brewer quoted Senator 
Chandler’s remarks that the other in­ 
vestigators, Commissioner Harlow and 
Agent Wales, were “good fellows,'* and 
explained, “I did nothing bere, except 
get mad,‘that has not met the approval 
of these two good fellows; and I take 
the responsibility for getting mad. If 
Senator Chandler had continued those 
insinuations I would have flung him out 
of the window. No man with a parti­ 
cle of self-respect could sit still and 
permit such allegations to be made by 
a gentleman of bis position.” 
As to Senator Chandler’s movements 
for his removal, Mr. Brewer said in 
part 
“ Bless his dear heart, he knows noth­ 
ing about my relations with the presi­ 
dent and no more about the civil service 
commission than does the man in the 
moon. 
I am not filling the position at 
my own request aud through my own 
seeking, but simply and solely because 
William McKinley sent for me and 
urged me to take it. 
If President Mc­ 
Kinley should decide to take the advice 
of 
Senator Chandler and Governor 
Busiel aud remove me from the chair I 
have occupied for the past 18 months, it 
would be almost as pleasant to me as to 
Senator Chandler. 
Senator Chandler, when seen later, 
said that his position is not at all 
changed by Mr. Brewer’s statement. 
He will prefer charges against Commis 
sioner Brewer, not on account of any 
personal discourtesy, but on account of 
the geueral misconduct of the hearing 
by the commission.

G o o d la n d*, I. T., July 14.—William 
Goings, “ Walla Tonk,” the Choctaw 
Iudiau, was shot at Alikchi, I. T., 
under sentence of the Choctaw court, 
for murder. 
Application was made to Federal 
Judge Johu R. Thomas for a writ of 
habeas corpus. Au order by Jndge 
Thomas granting the writ was tele­ 
graphed from Tulsa, I. T. District At­ 
torney Clay and Sheriff Thomas Wat­ 
son were iu consultation when it was 
presented. 
The sheriff refused to receive it. The 
district attorney declared that “Judge 
Abner James, the Choctaw judge, alone 
could stop the execution.” 
A runner was dispatched to Jndge 
James, notifying him of the telegram 
from Judge Thomas. He seut a verbal 
message to go ahead with the execution. 
It occurred a few hours later. A few 
minutes before Goings was led out four 
Choctaws appeared bearing a coffin. 
It 
was deposited in front o t the court­ 
house. Near it a quilt was spread. The 
condemned Indian, supported by Sher 
iff Watson aud a deputy and escorted 
by 20 light horsemen, marched down 
the line of spectators. 
Goings then knelt on the quilt blind­ 
folded. The sheriff bared his bosom, 
painted a spot over his heart, stepped 
back four paces, rested a rifle across a 
bench and tired. The bullet entered 
the breast but missed the spot. Goings 
fell backward aud moaned for about au 
hour 
before expiring. 
Water was 
poured down his threat a number of 
times to hasten death by strangulation. 
It remains to be seen what action the 
United States government will take for 
defiance of the writ. 
Goings’ crime was the murder of his 
uncle, Mason Goings, in December, 
1896. He was sentenced to be shot 
Aug. 25, 1897, and the court granted a 
respite that Goings might play baseball 
with the nine of the Choctaw nation 
during 1898. 
There has been a custom in the Choc­ 
taw tribe for years as follows: When 
an Indian is convicted of murder he is 
set free after the judge has fixed the day 
when he shall be shot. No bond is re­ 
quired. The Indian gives his word that 
he will appear to be shot. 
He went to Cuba when the war was 
declared aud settled in the interior, 
taking up with Cuban soldiers. Lately 
he proposed to aud married a pretty 
Cuban senorita aud settled down. Sev­ 
eral months ago Judge Clayton refused 
further clemency and remanded his 
case back to the Indian courts. The 
execution day was set aud Goings was 
informed by letter. Then he bade his 
wife goodby, aud started toward the 
Choctaw nation. He did not tell his 
wife why he left her when he came 
away.

C i n c i n n a t i , July 14.—Bishop J. M. 
Thoburn of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, who has spent about 40 years as 
a missionary mostly in India, is here 
with his family, some of whom are in 
ill-health. The bishop spent sometime 
iu Manila, in March last, and was an 
intelligent observer of events. 
He says 
there is no doubt that the outbreak be­ 
tween the Americans and Filipinos was 
intended bv Filipino leaders to include 
a general massacre iu the city of Manila. 
He cited in proof of this the testi­ 
mony of two Filipino servants, who 
were summoned to service in the army 


b v A g u i n a l d o aud who dared not dis­ 
obey but who warned their American 
employers to keep within doors tnat 
night, as orders had been given to kill 
all Europeans found on the streets. 
Another evidence was the finding of 
6 OOO uew knives stored in a Catholic 
church. Only the splendid discipline 
of the American troops prevented the 
massacre in Manila. 
The bishop was in London when the 
thrilling news of Dewey’s victory came. 
It was universally understood there, he 
§aid, that it meant the permanent poses* 
Bion of the Philippines by the United 
States. 
Asked why Dewey did not 
leave Manila after his victory, he said 
the shortsightedness of 
the United 
States government made it impossible. 
Dewev Had not coal enough to carry 
him to the nearest American coaling 
station, aud he was bound to take 
Manila in self-defense. The whole his­ 
tory of the present Philippine situation 
showed such a natural and logical and 
even inevitable course of events that 
the United States is bound to assert its 
authority there. 
Anarchy aud assassination, he de­ 
clared, would follow the withdrawal of 
the United States forces. The only 
trouble lies in tne Luzon island. All the 
other islands are peaceful. 
Th% bishop 
thinks the proper policy of the United 
States is to enlist the men of the other 
islands, who are the natural enemies of 
the inhabitants of Luzon, 
to 
fight 
Aguinaldo’s army. Officered by Ameri­ 
cans they would quickly disperse of the 
few moi that Aguinaldo can muster. 
Viewing the situation in the far east 
from the standpoint of a missionary of 
40 years in that part of the world, tin 
bishop was impressed with the fact that 
it was the duty of the United States, 
forced upon it by the circumstances of 
the Spanish war, to hold the Philip­ 
pines and to preserve order and extend 
civilized government iii that vast re­ 
gion. 
Moreover, in the interest of 
morality and Christianity, he hoped for 
the dissolution oi the Chiuese empire, 
which he characterized as the most 
helpless government on the face of the 
earth. Russia, England and the United 
States each should take certain terri­ 
tory.

have brought them before the grand 
jury of a federal court aud compelled 
the attendance of witnesses which this 
commission could not do. 
He denied he tried to shield anybody. 
In relation to the statement in the 
course of the investigation that he had 
himself contributed to the campaign 
fund, Mr. Brewer stated that he had 
never contributed one dollar in viola­ 
tion of any statute. 
W ith reference to the fact that he no­ 
tified witness that they were not obliged 
to answer certain questions, Mr. Brewer 
said he did only what any judge in any 
court in the laud would be expected to 
do, that is, inform witnesses as to their 
legal rights. 
Commissioner Brewer quoted Senator 
Chandler’s remarks that the other in­ 
vestigators, Commissioner Harlow and 
Agent Wales, were “good fellows,'’ aud 
exDlained, “I did nothing bere, except 
get mad, that has not met the approval 
of these two good fellows; aud I take 
the responsibility for getting mad. If 
Senator Chandler had continued those 
insinuations I would have flung him out 
of the window. No man with a parti­ 
cle of self-respect could sit still aud 
permit such allegations to be made by 
a gentleman of ms position.” 
As to Senator Chandler’s movements 
for his removal, Mr. Brewer said in 
part 
“ Bless his dear heart, he knows noth­ 
ing about my relations with the presi­ 
dent aud no more about the civil service 
commission than does the man in tile 
moon. 
I ain not tilling the position at 
my own request and through my own 
seeking, but simply aud solely because 
William McKinley sent for me aud 
urged me to take it.

Indian, was shot at Alikchi, I. T., 
nuder sentence of the Choctaw court, 
for murder. 
Application was made to Federal 
Judge John R. Thomas for a writ of 
habeas corpus. 
Au order by Judge 
Thomas granting the writ was tele­ 
graphed from Tulsa, I. T. District At­ 
torney Clay and Sheriff Thomas W at­ 
son were in consultation when it was 
presented. 
The sheriff refused to receive it. The 
district attorney declared that “Judge 
Abner James, the Choctaw judge, alone 
could stop the execution.” 
A runner was dispatched to Judge 
James, notifying him of the telegram 
from Judge Thomas. 
He sent a verbal 
message to go ahead with the execution. 
It occurrtKi a few hours later. 
A few 
minutes before Goings was led out four 
Choctaws appeared bearing a coffin. 
It 
was deposited in front o t the court­ 
house. Near it a quilt was spread. The 
condemned Indian, supported by Sher­ 
iff Watson aud a deputy and escorted 
by 20 light horsemen, marched down 
the line of spectators. 
Goings then knelt on the quilt blind­ 
folded. The sheriff bared his bosom, 
painted a spot over his heart, stepped 
back four paces, rested a rifle across a 
bench and tired. 
The bullet entered 
the breast but missed the spot. Goings 
fell backward aud moaned for about an 
hour 
before 
expiring. 
Water was 
poured down his tim a t a number of 
times to hasten death by strangulation. 
It remains to be seen what action the 
United States government will take for 
defiance of the writ. 
Goings’ crime was the murder of his 
uncle, Mason Goings, in December, 
1896. 
He was sentenced to be shot 
Aug. 25, 1897, and the court granted a 
respite that Goings might play baseball 
with the nine of the Choctaw nation 
during 1898. 
There has been a custom in the Choc­ 
taw tribe for years as follows: When 
an Indian is convicted of murder he is 
set free after the judge has fixed the day 
when he shall be shot. No boud is re­ 
quired. The Indian gives his word that 
he will appear to be shot. 
He went to Cuba when the war was 
declared aud settled in the interior, 
taking up with Cuban soldiers. Lately 
he proposed to aud married a pretty 
Cuban senorita aud settled down. Sev­ 
eral months ago Judge Clayton refused 
further clemency and remanded his 
case back to the Indian courts. The 
execution day was set and Goings was J 
informed by letter. Then he bade his 
wife goodby, aud started toward the 
Choctaw nation. 
He did not tell his 
wife why he left lier when he came 
away.

In New York city a iinxiel tciieineiit on 
a plan wliicl» those interested in it be­ 
liev e will rev olutionize the present sys­ 
tem of housing the poorest working 
class of the population. The originator 
of the plan is Professor C. .1. Fairchild 
of Hartford Theological seminary, who 
has had considerable experience in the 
management of tenement houses in 
large cities and has mado a special 
study of the conditions obtaining in 
the miserable tenement districts where 
thousands of respectable working fami­ 
lies are compelled to liv e because their 
means will not enable them to pay for 
better accommodations. 
l*rofessor 
Fairchild’s Idea, in Its 
broad lines, is to erect one house on an 
entire block, 11 stories high, construct­ 
ed of steel and other fireproof ma­ 
terial and with a large Inner court, 
roofed with glass. There %viil be only 
one entrance to the house, througli a 
spacious iiallw'ay leading to a system 
of elev ators In the court. 
Instead of 
the ordinary stairways and hallways, 
which Professor Fairchild considers 
are an unnecessary waste of space, 
there will be a balcony on each floor 
running all round the court and from 
which bridges will conv erge to the ele­ 
v ators in the center. 
Each flat will hav e iU entrance on 
the balcony, which will thus form an 
elev ated street. 
The flats will run 
straight through from the court to the 
outer side of the building, so that they 
will hav e plenty of light and air back 
and front and be entirely priv ate. The 
flats will be of two spacious or three 
smaller rooms, and there will be others 
occupying tlie space of two ordinary 
flats for the accommodation of larger 
families. 
In the basement It is pro­ 
posed to hav e l)aths, laundry, heating 
and electric light apparatus and a cold 
storage plant to supply refrigerators 
let into the kitchen wall of each flat. 
The enterpri.se is not intended to be a 
purely philaiitliroplcal, but a business 
one, conducted ou strict business prin­ 
ciples and Is expected to be a good 
paying Inv estment. 
Professor Fair­ 
child argues tliat the great sav ing ef­ 
fected by transforming a whole block 
Into one l>uilding instead of div iding it 
Into sev eral liouses and centralizing 
the management and surv eillance in a 
single ortice at the only entrance to the 
habitation will enable the promoters to 
prov ide all tliese conv eniences. 
The 
site for the iMilldlug has not yet been 
selected, and tlie architect Is still work­ 
ing on the plans. 
Professor 
Fairchild’s son, 
Walter 
Fairchild, wlm recently arriv e<l in New 
York on business in connection with 
the project. saUl: 
“ It is certainly true, as the New York 
Times has pointed out, that to build a 
tenement liouse upon a 25 foot lot tliat 
will furnish human or tolerable condi­ 
tions of life to four families on a floor 
is a physical Impossibility, yet you can­ 
not J ustly charge the ev ils of the pres­ 
ent system upon the shape of the lot, 
for dark and unwholesome tenement 
houses are found upon lota of all 
widths and depths. The fault lies not 
in the size of the lots, but in the con­ 
struction of the houses. 
"The chief defects of the present sys­ 
tem of tenement house construction 
are these: Narrow courts and airshafts 
resulting in poor v entilation, Insutfi- 
cient liglit and unhealthy conditions 
generally; crowding apartments to­ 
gether in such a manner that windows 
of adjacent lioiiaes open into one an­ 
other, and fr» )nt doors open into a com­ 
mon liallwny, thereby destroying the 
priv acy that is necessary for true 
home life. 
“ The ii.se of steel and the elev ator 
has rev olutionized the construction of 
office ami hotel buildings, but hereto­ 
fore no attempt lias been made to util­ 
ize these agencli's in housing the city’s 
poor, and liere, we think, is the field 
for its great» ‘st dev elopment."

NEW MODEL TENEMENT. 


Building on Improved P ’ans to 
Take Up a Block.

A movement is on foot to establish 
In New York city a model tenement on 
a plan which those interested in it be­ 
lieve will revolutionise the present sys­ 
tem of housing? the poorest working 
class of fife population. The originator 
of the plan is Professor C. J. Fairchild 
of Hartford 'rheological seminary, who 
has had considerable experience in the 
management of tenement houses in 
large cities and has made a special 
study of the conditions obtaining in 
the miserable tenement districts where 
thousands of respectable working fami­ 
lies are compelled to live because their 
means will not enable them to pay for 
better accommodations. 
Professor 
Fairchild’s Idea, 
in Its 
broad lines, is to erect one house on an 
entire block, 11 stories high, construct­ 
ed of steel and other fireproof ma 
terial and with a large Inner court, 
roofed with glass. There will be only 
one entrance to the house, through a 
spacious hallway leading to a system 
of elevators in the court. 
Instead of 
the ordinary stairways and hallways, 
which Professor Fairchild considers 
are an unnecessary waste of space. 
there will be a balcony on each floor 
running all round the court and from 
which bridges will converge to the ele­ 
vators in the center. 
Each flat will have Its entrance on 
the balcony, which will thus form an 
elevated street. 
The flats will run 
straight through from the court to the 
outer side of the building, so that they 
will have plenty of light and air back 
and front and be entirely private. The 
flats will be of two spacious or three 
smaller rooms, and there will be others 
occupying the space of two ordinary 
flats for the accommodation of larger 
families. 
In the basement it is pro­ 
posed to have baths, laundry, heating 
and electric light apparatus and a cold 
storage plant to supply refrigerators 
let into the kitchen wall of each flat. 
The enterprise is not intended to be a 
purely phi (anthropical, but a business 
one, conducted on strict business prin­ 
ciples and is expected to be a good 
paying investment. 
Professor Fair­ 
child argues that the great saving ef­ 
fected by transforming a whole block 
into one building instead of dividing it 
into several (louses and centralizing 
the management and surveillance In a 
single office at the only entrance to the 
habitation will euable the promoters to 
provide all these conveniences. 
The 
site for the building has not yet been 
selected, and the architect is still work­ 
ing on the plans. 
Professor 
Fairchild’s son, 
Walter 
Fairchild, who recently arrived In New 
York on business in connection with 
the project, said: 
“It is certainly true, as the New York 
Times has pointed out, that to build a 
tenement house upon a 25 foot lot that 
will furnish human or tolerable condi­ 
tions of life to four families on a floor 
is a physical impossibility, yet you can­ 
not justly charge the evils of the pres­ 
ent system upon the shape of the lot, 
for dark aud unwholesome tenement 
houses are found upon lots of all 
widths ami depths. The fault lies not 
In the size of the lots, but in the con­ 
struction of the houses. 
“The chief defects of the present sys­ 
tem of tenement house construction 
are these: Narrow courts and airshafts 
resulting in poor ventilation, insuffi­ 
cient light and unhealthy conditions 
generally: crowding apartments to­ 
gether in such a manner that windows 
of adjacent houses open into one an­ 
other, and front doors open into a com­ 
mon hallway, thereby destroying the 
privacy that is necessary for true 
home life. 
“The use of steel and the elevator 
has revolutionized the construction of 
office and hotel buildings, but hereto­ 
fore no attempt has been made to util­ 
ize these agencies in housing the city’s 
poor, and here, we think, is the field 
for its greatest development."

American Miners Got Close to 
Alaska’s Giant Volcano, 


FIEST WHITE MEN TO INSPECT IT.

The gigantic 
volcano 
known 
as 
Mount Wrangell, near the head of Cop­ 
per river, Alaska, was closely ap­ 
proached on May 3, this year, by two 
mining prospectors, Roland S. Condon 
of Lynn, Mass., and George Divelbllss 
of Port erf ord, Or. Owing to the broken 
character of the region white men 
have never before succeeded In getting 
ho close to it, although the smoking 
peak had been observed for many 
years from a great distance and was 
generally believed to be a rival of 
Mount St. Elias in altitude. 
Condon aud Divelbliss had spent the 
winter in a cabin on the Copper river 
ut the mouth, of the Cbittyua river, 
about OU miles from Mount Wrangell, 
says a Seattle (Wash.) dispatch to the 
New York Sun. They started last April 
with Frank Hoffman aud five other 
prospectors to explore tile region about 
Mount Wrangell for copper aud gold. 
They cut across the country to the 
Retsina river, a branch of Copper riv­ 
er. and ascended the Retsina, which 
led them directly into the vicinity of 
the volcano. The party suffered greatly 
from lack of food, having expected to 
k,!l game to supplement their scanty 
provisions. 
Finally they reached a 
point on tile Kotsina where a high 
mountain barred the way. Condon aud 
Divelbliss climbed to the top and 
found themselves almost up against 
the giant Mount Wrangell. 
Only a 
narrow valley lay between, devoid of 
obstructions to the view. Condon says: 
“The great snow white dome reared 
Into the heavens, rising up from a des­ 
olate circular valley at our feet, 
it 
was shaped somewhat like a sugar 
loaf and revealed a round crater, about 
half a mile in diameter, on the south­ 
ern exposure. 
A little peak on the 
northwestern side projected slightly 
above the crater. 
Ice and snow rim­ 
med the crater to its edges. 
Out of 
the interior rolled dense volumes of 
black smoke, but apparently no tire 
Dot ashes. 
Some distance down the 
slopes of the volcano 13 jets of steam 
spouted out of the ice into the air, 
pulsating regularly. 
One jet shot up 
every three minutes to a height of 3(H) 
or 4(H) feet. Seven jets stood in a row 
under a small cliff about half a mile 
below th*> crater and seemed most vig­ 
orous. 
’I'he other six jets were scat­ 
tered through the snow around the 
same locality. 
They were evidently 
geysers, the only ones known in Alas­ 
ka. We watched them for a long time. 
They are on Hie southwestern side of 
the mountain. 
W bile we were in camp at the 
mouth of the Chitty na during the win­ 
ter I iia<l frequently observed what ap­ 
peared to lie a black mantle oven* the 
snow on the top of Mount Wrangell, 
reaching far down its sides. 
As we 
gazed upon it now the snow was 
white, so I suppose that the cinders 
and dirt from the crater at times 
spread down over the white coverlet 
and then fresh snow covers up all the 
races. 
I here was not a vestige of 
vegetation upon Mount Wrangell, even 
af its base; nothing but ice and snow 
and rocks, evidently cooled lava. There 
was not even a bush in the valley 
around it. 
Everything was dead and 
csolato. although summer weather 
was beginning to prevail In Alaska. 
Mount Wrangell is the highest 
mountain I ever saw.

or Mount Wrangell had blighted it. On

The foregoing interview with Con­ 
don is supplemented by the statements 
of IMveUifiss and Hoffman, the three 
having just arrived iii S e a ttle from 
Copper River.

They exer­ 
cise great car? In all their statements. 
Mount Wrangell is interesting for 
many reasons. It may prove to be the 
highest peak on the North American 
continent. It occupies the center of a 
region shredded in mystery. 
All tin* 
Alaskan natives 
have superstitious 
feats of it aud tell sto rie s of giant ani­ 
mals that roam about, protecting it 
from intrusion. 
Mount Wrangell was 
first sighted by a Russian, Baron 
\V ranged, after whom the peak is 
named. All efforts of the Russians to 
reach it failed. 
In 1885 Lieutenant 
Allen, U. S. A., ascended tile Copper 
river aud got within 40 miles of the 
volcano. 
He estimated it to be about 
18.0(H) feet high, but could make no 
measurements.

shows that he is still the leader.—New 
York Herald.

The 
gigantic 
volcano 
known 
as 
Mount Wrangell, near the head of Cop­ 
ier river, Alaska, was closely ap­ 


p r o a c h e d on May 3, this year, by two 
in ini UK prospectors. Roland S. Condon 
0f Lynn. Mass., aud George Divelbllss 
of Porterford, Dr. Owing to the broken 
character of the region white men 
have never before«ucceeded in getting 
ho close to it. although tile smoking 
had been observed for many 
years from a grout distance and was 
generally believed to be a rival of 
Mount St. Elias in altitude. 
Condon and Divelbllss had spent the 
winter in a cabin on the Copper river 
ut the mouth, of the Chittyna river, 
about do miles from Mount Wrangell, 
says ii Seattle (Wash.! dispatch to the 
New York Sun. They started last April 
with Frank Hoffman and five other 
prospectors to explore the region about 
Mount Wrangell for copper and gold. 
They cut across the country to the 
Kotsina river, a branch of Copper riv­ 
er. and ascended the Kotsina, which 
led them directly into the vicinity of 
the volcano. The party suffered greatly 
from lack of food, having expected to 
k.ll game to supplement their scanty 
provisions. 
Finally they reached a 
point on tile Kotsina where a high 
mountain barred the way. Condon aud 
Divelbliss climbed to the top and 
found themselves almost up against 
the giant Mount Wrangell. 
Only a 
narrow valley lay between, devoid of 
obstructions to the view. Condon says: 
“The great snow white dome reared 
Into the heavens, rising up from a des­ 
olate circular valley at our feet. 
It 
was shaped somewhat like a sugar 
loaf and revealed a round crater, about 
half a mile in diameter, ou the south­ 
ern exposure. 
A little peak on the 
northwestern side projected slightly 
above the crater. 
Ice and snow rim­ 
med the crater to its edges. 
Out of 
the interior rolled dense volumes of 
black smoke, but apparently no fire 
nor ashes. 
Some distance down the 
slopes of the volcano 13 jets of steam 
spouted out of the ice into the air, 
pulsating regularly. 
One jet shot up 
every three minutes to a height of 300 
or 400 feet. Seven jets stood in a row7 
under a small cliff about half a mile 
below the crater and seemed most vig­ 
orous. The other six jets were scat­ 
tered through the snow around the 
same locality. 
They were evidently 
geysers, the only ones known in Alas­ 
ka. We watched them fo ra long time. 
They are on tile southwestern side of 
the mountain. 
“While we were in camp at the 
mouth of the Chittyna during the win­ 
ter I had frequently observed what ap­ 
peared to I ie a black mantle over the 
snow on the top of Mount Wrangell, 
reaching far down Its sides. 
As we 
gazed upon it now the snow was 
white, so I suppose that the cinders 
and dirt from the crater at times 
spread down over the white coverlet 
and then fresh snow covers up all the 
traces. 
There was not a vestige of 
vegetation upon Mount Wrangell, even 
al its base; nothing but ice and snow 
and rocks, evidently cooled lava. There 
was not even a bush in the valley 
around it. 
Everything was dead and 
desolate, although summer weather 
was beginning to prevail In Alaska. 
“Mount 
Wrangell Is 
the 
highest 
mountain I ever saw. 
On the north 
side of the mountain upon which we 
made our discovery there was no vege­ 
tation. It seemed as though the breath 
of Mount Wrangell had blighted It. On 
the south side there 
was stunted 
spruce. 
Tile Kotsina river appeared 
to come out of the valley at the foot 
of Mount Wrangell. I believe it heads 
there, as probably does also the Lie- 
'igstag river, which is another branch 
of the Copper river. 
It appeared as 
though Mount Wrangell could be as- 
oended, as tin* slopes were easy and no 
i basins were noticeable. 
We found 
great quantities of copper in the vicin- 
ll> and frequent traces of gold on the 
upper Kotsina river, hut the colors 
were fine. 
We discovered one great 
*'dge of copper pyrites on a little trib­ 
utary of the Kotsina. 
It was marvel­ 
ously rich from all appearances, and 
otic of our party, Frank Hoffman of 
‘ < ‘Jib Dakota, staked the ledge as his 
revery, 
it is on the snowy side of 
* mountain aud within 20 miles of 
* aunt Wrangell, at the outside. The 
country is so inaccessible at the pres­ 
ent ti, O.

haunted the locality and wouiu slay 
au\ one who dared to approach. 
No 
other white men had attempted to ap­ 
proach Mount Wrangell up to the time 
of our departure from Copper river iii 
May. outers may try it later this s l i m ­ 
mer.” 
The foregoing interview with Con 
don is supplemented by the statements 
of Divetbliss ami Hoffman, tile three 
having just arrived in Seattle from 
Copper River. The men are evidently 
sincere in ail their statements and 
have not sought publicity. They exer­ 
cise great ear? in all their statements. 
Mount Wrangell is interesting for 
many reasons, it may prove to be the 
highest peak on tile North American 
continent. 
It occupies tin* center of a 
region shre'iled in mystery. 
Ail the 
Alaskan natives 
have superstitious 
fears of it and tell stories of giant ani­ 
mals that roam about, protecting it 
from intrusion. 
Mount Wrangell was 
first sighted by a 
Russian, Huron 
Wrangell, after whom the peak is 
named. All efforts of tin* Russians to 
reach it failed. 
In ISSA Lieutenant 
Allen, U. S. A., ascended the Copper 
river aud got within 40 miles of the 
volcano. 
He estimated it to be about 
18.000 feet high, but could make no 
measurements.

Emanuel Lasker was born in Berliu- 
chen.

1808. 
He 
learned chess at 12 years of age, aud 
at 15 entered upon a serious study of 
the game, making the Berlin Chess 
club his school. In 1889 be gained his 
degree of chess master by winning the 
minor tournament of 
the German

Chess association, aud from that time 
his rise has been steady. He won sec­ 
ond prize at Amsterdam iii 1889; first 
at Loudon, 1891; first in the second 
London tournament, 1891; first in the 
impromptu tournament, 
New7 York, 
1893; third at Hastings, 1895; first at 
St. Petersburg, 1895; first at Nurem­ 
berg, 1890. 
In match play, he has de­ 
feated all opponents decisively, reach­ 
ing the top by winning the champion­ 
ship from Steinitz in 1894 in a match 
played in New York, Philadelphia aud 
Montreal. 
Steinitz 
had 
been 
the 
champion with an unbeaten record for 
28 years. 
Lasker retired from chess twro years 
ago to finish his education at Heidel­ 
berg, 
his 
chosen 
profession 
being 
mathematics, and it was thought that 
he would not he in form for the re­ 
cent tournament, but the excellent 
score of 21 wins, I loss and 6 draws 
shows that he is still the leader.—New 
York Herald.

The warp 
aud woof of the canvas, the wood 
composing tile backing, tile nature of 
the borings made by worms, the woik- 
manship of the tacks, tin* character of 
the pigment and certain minute pecul­ 
iarities in .he mounting were all like 
so many pages of print to him.

was intimately acquainted with the 
style of hundreds of different artists, 
the models they used, the colors they 
most affected, their tricks of co in posi­ 
tion aud their peculiar methods of ex­ 
pressing tile effects of light aud shade. 
“To an outsider it seemed like magic

after a swift glance at a painting. ‘It 
was made by So aud so. a pupil, who 
had very much the style of ids master 
The date is about’ (here he would 
mime it with infallible accuracy), ‘aud 
if you clean that left hand corner I 
dare say you will find the signature in 
vermilion.’ 
In several eases he was 
fully borne out by documents in pos­ 
session of the owner, and in all lie was 
sustained by circumstantial evidence. 
He told me very modestly that he had 
devoted 40 years to the close study of 
his profession and was just beginning 
to apprehend dimly

C incinnati, July 14.—Bishop J. M. 
Tboburn of the Methodist Episcopal 
inarch, who has spent about 40 years as 
a missionary mostly in India, is here 
with his familyi some of whom are in 
ill-healtn. The bishop spent sometime 
iu Manila, in March last, and was an 
intelligent observer of events. 
He says 
there is no doubt that the outbreak be­ 
tween The Americans and Filipinos was 
intended bv Filipino leaders to include 
a general massacre in tho city of Manila, 
He cited in proof of this the testi­ 
mony of two Filipino servants, who 
were summoned to service in the army 
bv Aguinaldo and who dared not dis­ 
obey, hut who warned their American 
employers to keep w ithin doors that 
night, as orders had been given to kill 
all Europeans found on the streets. 
Another evidence was the finding of 
6 OOO new knives stored in a Catholic 
church. Only the splendid discipline 
of the American troops prevented the 
massacre in Manila.

Goodlands, I. T., July 14.—William 
Goings, “ Walla Touk,” the Choctaw 
Indian, was shot at Alikchi, I. T., 
under sentence of the Choctaw court, 
for murder. 
Application was made to Federal 
Judge John R. Thomas for a writ of 
habeas corpus. 
Au order by Judge 
Thomas granting the w rit was tele­ 
graphed from Tulsa, I. T. 
District At­ 
torney Clay aud Sheriff Thomas W at­ 
son were in consultation when it was 
presented. 
The sheriff refused to receive it. The 
district attorney declared that “Judge 
Abner James, the Choctaw' judge, alone 
could stop the execution.” 
A runner was dispatched to Judge 
James, notifying him of the telegram 
from Judge Thomas. 
He sent a verbal 
message to go ahead with the execution. 
It occurred a few hours later. 
A few 
minutes before Goings was led out four 
Choctaws appeared bearing a coffin. 
It 
was deposited in front of the court­ 
house. 
Near it a quilt was spread. The 
condemned Indian, supported by Sher­ 
iff Watson aud a deputy and escorted 
by 20 light horsemen, marched down 
the line of spectators. 
Goings then knelt on the quilt blind­ 
folded. 
The sheriff bared his bosom, 
painted a si>ot over his heart, stepped 
back four paces, rested a rifle across a 
bench and tired. 
The bullet entered 
the breast but missed the spot. Goings 
fell backward aud moaned for about an 
hour 
before 
expiring. 
Water was 
poured down his throat a number of 
times to hasten death by strangulation. 
It remains to be seen what action the 
United States government will take for 
defiance of the writ. 
Goings’ crime was the murder of his 
uncle, Mason Goings, in December, 
1890. 
He was sentenced to be shot 
Aug. 25, 1897, and the court granted a 
respite that Goings might play baseball 
with the nine of the Choctaw nation 
during 1898. 
There has been a custom in the Choc­ 
taw tribe for years as follows: 
When 
an Indian is convicted of murder he is 
set free after the judge has fixed the day 
when he shall be shot. 
No boud is re­ 
quired. The Indian gives his word that 
lie will appear to lie shot. 
He went to Cuba when the war was 
declared aud settled in the interior, 
taking up with Cuban soldiers. 
Lately 
he proposed to aud married a pretty 
Cubau senorita aud settled down. Sev­ 
eral mouths ago Judge Clayton refused 
further clemency aud remanded his 
case back to tile Indian courts. 
The 
execution day was set and Goings was 
informed by letter. 
Then he bade his 
wife goodby, aud started toward the 
Choctaw nation. 
He did not tell his 
wife why he left her when he came 
away.

TINPLATE SCALE 
SIGNED. 


A b ou t 30,000 W orker* Got mu A d van ce of 
15 For t o u t . 


C hicag o, July 14.—The officers of the 
American Tinplate company aud the 
wage committee of the Amalgamated 
association signed a scale which granted 
a straight increase of 15 per cent. The 
increase takes effect July I. 
The wage 
list as adopted is to be the minimum 
scale for the year ending June 80, 1900. 
The other night bars instead of billets 
aud a ratio of one-seventh instead of 
one-fifth was practically decided on as a 
basis for figuring the scale of wages. 
This was abandoned, however, the 
scale as adopted being based on #4.25 as 
the selling price of a 100-pouud box of 
coke tinplates. On each cent increase 
in the price per box, 2 per cent advance 
on the scale as adopted will be paid, 
while for each IO cents decrease, a de­ 
duction of 2 per cent will be made. 
Over 80,000 tinplate workers are bene­ 
fited by the increase.

Condon and Divelbliss had spent the 
winter in a cabin on tile Copper river 
at the mouth of tile C hittyna river, 
about 60 miles from Mount W rangell, 
says a Seattle (W ash.) dispatch to the 
New York Sun. They started last April 
with Frank H offm an aud live other 
pros J lectors to explore the region about 
Mount W rangell for copper and gold. 
They cut across tile country to tin* 
Retsina river, a branch of Copper riv­ 
er. and ascended the R etsina, which 
led them directly into th e vicinity of 
the volcano. T he p arty suffered greatly 
from lack of food, having expected to 
kill game to supplem ent their scanty 
provisions. 
Finally 
they 
reached a 
point on tile K otslna w here a high 
mountain barred the way. Condon aud 
Divelbliss climbed 
to 
the 
top and 
found themselves alm ost up ag ain st 
the giant Mount W rangell. 
Only a 
carrow valley lay between, devoid of 
obstructions to the view. Condon says: 
"The great snow w hite dome reared 
Into the heavens, rising up from a des­ 
olate circular valley a t our feet. 
It 
was shaped som ew hat like a su g ar 
loaf and revealed a round crater, alsm t 
half a mile in d ia Dieter, on the south­ 
ern exposure. 
A little peak ou the 
northwestern side projected slightly 
above the crater. 
Ice and snow rim ­ 
med the crater to its edges. 
Out of 
the interior rolled dense volum es of 
black smoke, but ap p aren tly no tire 
nor ashes. 
Some distance dow n the 
dopes of tile volcano 13 jets of steam 
spouted out of the ice into the air, 
pulsating regularly. 
One jet shot up 
every three minutes to a height of 3(H) 
or 4<H) feet. Seven jets stood in a row 
under a small cliff aland half a mile 
below the crater an d seemed most vig­ 
orous. 
The other six Jets w ere scat­ 
tered through tin* snow around the 
Name locality. 
T hey were evidently 
geysers, the only ones known in A las­ 
ka. We watched them f o r a long time. 
I hey are on the so uthw estern side of 
the mountain. 
'Vt bile we w ere in cam p a t the 
mouth of tile C hittyna d u rin g tile w in­ 
ter I had frequently observed w hat a p ­ 
peared to be a black m antic over the 
snow on the top of M ount W rangell, 
reaching far dow n its sides. 
As we 
gazed upon it now the snow w as 
w lute, so I suppose th a t tile cinders 
and dipt from 
the c ra te r at times 
spread down over the w hite coverlet 
and then fresh snow covers up all the 
traces. 
There w as not a vestige of 
vegetation upon Mount W ranged, even 
at its base; nothing but ice ami snow’ 
aud rocks, evidently cooled lava. There 
Wafi not ♦‘'e n a bush In the valley 
ground it. 
E verything w as dead and 
( isolate, although 
su m m er 
w eather 
was beginning to prevail In Alaska.

The foregoing interview with Con 
don is supplem ented by the statem ents 
of Divelbliss and Hoffman, tin* three 
having just arrived in Seattle from 
Copper River. 
The men are evidently 
sincere in all their statem ents and 
have not sought publicity. 
They exer­ 
cise great care In all their statem ents. 
M ount W rangell is interesting for 
m any reasons. 
It may prove to he tile 
highest peak on tile North American 
continent. 
It occupies the center of a 
region shrouded in mystery. 
All the

E d i t o r N e w s R e v i e w :—I do a great 
deal of traveling between here and 
Pittsburg, but I can truthfully say that 
I don’t enjoy ridiug two hours to make 
a trip of 45 miles. I think the Cleveland 
aud Pittsburg company should put on at 
least one fast train a day to accommo­ 
date their patrons. If the trains would 
make no stops between Rochester and 
Pittsburg the run could easily be made 
iu an hour. That portion of the road 
should be handled by the Ft. Wayne 
road, and the Cleveland and Pittsburg 
officials would greatly accommodate 
their patrons if they took that view of 
it. I have no objections to the trains 
stopping at all stations ou the Cleveland 
and Pittsburg line, but I think the por­ 
tion above Rochester belongs to the Ft.
